agent and secretary. The capital stock of 
the company has been fixed at $100,000, 
and the company will now settle down to 
the business of getting the mill ready for 
the work which the new company wishes it 
to do. The company will be given full 
possession of the mill December 1, when

ly withdraw from the premises. 
between now and December will be spent 


by the new company in getting ready to | 


begin the work. The working plans of the 
company have not been fully determined 
upon as yet, but the output of the mill will 
be bettered in quality somewhat and a fine 
grade of writing paper turned out from 
one of the machines. The company will 
replace a 72-inch machine now in the mill 
with an 80-inch Fourdrinier, and the work 
of making the change will be commenced 
within a- few. days. The present capacity 
of the mill is 12 tons a day, and it is not 
likely that this will be increased at present. 
Mr. Esleeck stated this evening to Tne 
JouRNAL correspondent that the mill would 
turn out a little finer grade of paper in all 
branches than it was doing at the present 
time, 

The Nonotuck Company will withdraw 
from the mill and will run its No. 2 mill 
to its full capacity. It has been rumored 
in the city that the company would build 
another mill to take the place of the one 
sold to the Monadnock Company, but this 
is improbable, and officers of the company 
state that it has no foundation. Had the 
company desired to run two mills it would 
not have disposed of its No. 1 mill. H.

Corporation Tax Valid.

The United States Supreme Court last 
week sustained the constitutionality ©! 
that feature of the tax laws of New York 
which lays a tax on foreign corporations 
doing business in the State according to the 
capital employed, The case was instituted 
against J. A. Roberts, comptroller of the 
State of New York, to test the law and to 
vacate an assessment made on the capital 
of a large Western drug house having 4 
branch in New York city. The lower court 
sustained the validity of the law, and thie 
Supreme Court now affirms this decision 
Judge Shiras, in announcing the courts 
opinion, said that the law was settled that 
a State might impose such conditions {or 
permitting a foreign corporation to (0 
business within its limits as’ it might judg¢ 
expedient, and that it might make tie 
grant dependent upon the payment 
specific license tax, or a sum proport! 
to the amount of its capital used w 
the State. 

This was not, the court held, a dis: 
ination aaginst the products of o1 
States. 

Judge Harlan announced the diss« 
himself and Judge Brown. He sai 
former decisions of this court had 
uniform against State laws which fa 
domestic firms, corporations, or p< 
as against those from other State 
each State set up a system of specia!

Mr. Johnston assumes in a letter dated April 22, 1898, published on page 17 of your 
issue of May 12th, that in a letter previously published by me I have attempted to discredit 
his statement relative the Challenge grinder, which assumption is not true, but on the 
contrary I distinctly disclaimed questioning the truth of the statement and only complained 
that it was not shown that between the time when Bort & Johnston owned the Chateaugay 
Pulp Mill and I operated it, and the time Mr.:Johnston names, the working head of water 
on the water wheel had been increased some nine feet, thus increasing the power 33 per 


cent., and when this fact is not stated the whole article is misleading. 


In Mr, Johnston's letter of April 22d he admits the increase of the power of the 


wheel, by additions to the dam and the draft tube. 


Mr. Johnston seems to wish to convey the impression that he is in a position to disprove 
my statement concerning the shipments of pulp by Bort & Johnston when paying me for 
the mill machinery, which statement made by me was obtained from the freight bills and 


invoices as made by Bort & Johnston, which can be seen at any time. 


While I know nothing about the daily mill reports of the Chateaugay Mill at the times 
referred to by Mr. Johnston, yet I can quote his lately published statement in which he says 
the average daily production of two New England Grinders was “about 8 to 10 tons dry 
pulp in twenty-four hours” and “ with two Challenge grinders we are producing about 13 
to 14 tons per day,” and compare these figures with his last published statement dated April

The end portions of the core sections 
are beveled, as shown at 12 in Fig. 2, and 
the beveled edges of the core are adapted 
to enter corresponding tapering recesses 
13 made in sleeves 14, which sleeves are 
adapted to be secured by set screws or 
otherwise on a shaft 15.

Notes on Rosin-Sizing Paper. 


Having had occasion during the last two 
years to carefully investigate the operation 
of rosin sizing on many different furnishes 
of stock, and with size made by widely 
varying formulz, the writer was particu- 
! rly interested in recently reading the pa- 
per of Mr. George Clapperton, in Wood 
Pulp of July 8, 1897. Observations and ex- 
periments were made in a number of 
mills located in the Eastern and Middle 
States of America, and running on all 
kinds, from the finest ledger down to 
coarse wrapping and roofing papers, As it 
is fair to assume that most of the condi- 
tions were very different from those dealt 
with by Mr. Clapperton, it would seem of 
interest to the readers of Wood Pulp to 
give some account of a portion of the ob- 
servations made in this connection, espe- 
cially as in most cases wood fibre in one 
form or another was used to a considerable 
extent. As to unevenness of sizing (i. e., 
paper coming off the machine in part slack 
sized, or even occasionally not sized at all), 
it was noticed that this fault was far more 
frequent when domestic sulphite pulp was 
used than when the standard brands of im- 
ported pulp were furnished to the engine. 
Analysis revealed the presence in many of 
the domestic samples of considerable quan- 
tity of lime compounds with appreciable 
amounts of combined SO. Especially 
was this noticeable in pulps made into pa- 
per in the same mill where the pulp was 
produced. Furthermore, it appeared that 
the longer the wood was cooked, and the 
less magnesia was found in the sulphite 
liquor, the more frequently was the un- 
evenness, etc., of rosin sizing complained 
of, and this would seem to indicate that it 
will be some time yet before our trans- 
atlantic cousins make up their minds that

This method of operating was pretty fully 
described by the writer in the New York 
ParerR TRADE JoURNAL of January 16 and 
23, 1892, and formed the subject of many 
and laborious investigations and trials, on 
a practical scale, by that brilliant inventor 
and indefatigable worker, Dr. Carl Kell- 
ner, of Hallein, Austria, who also, a num- 
ber of years ago, secured a French patent 
for his invention, the specification of which 
will well repay study by those whose eyes 
and ears are open. 

The writer agrees entirely with Mr. Clap- 
perton in the idea that in all cases, however 
perfect may be the decomposition of rosin 
size by residual chemicals, a certain amount 
of alum needs to be used, and this for rea- 
sons that are physical as much as chemical. 
Serious attempts have been made by a 
company manufacturing chemical prepara- 
tions to introduce the use of ready-made 
rosin size into American paper mills for 
sizing purposes, in lieu of making the size 
in the mill, as has hitherto been customary. 
These attempts have not exactly been a 
“howling success,” and that, to some ex- 
tent, for reasons not connected with the 
good or bad quality of the product. The 
éndeavors to introduce ready-made rosin 
size into practical paper making in the 
United States appear up to now to have 
had as main results the material improve- 
ment of the formule used, and a far better 
general understanding of the sizing proc- 
ess. This, while hardly intended by the

The writer has found by many 
and careful tests that under exactly known 
and normal conditions so-called “white” 
size, containing a comparatively high per- 


centage of “free’’ rosin, usually gives re- 
sults fairly well in accordance with text- 
book chemistry, and the use of such size is 
usually consistent with the highest econ 
omy of size and alum. As to “size” spots 
and frothing, etc., that appears to be “an- 
other story,” as remarked by Mr. Kipling. 
Where the main part of the furnish con- 
sists of sulphite pulp, more or less imper- 
fectly washed and contdining much inor- 
ganic matter, chiefly derived from the boil- 
ing process, it seems that in some cases at 
least a size made in the old way (i. e., with 
but comparatively little “free’’ rosin), or 
even “brown”. size, is safer and more con 
venient to use, gives better results, and is 
decidedly more economical, in spite of the 
large amount of alum required. In other 
words, the theory that soda combined with 
rosin has but little if any sizing effect 
seems to hold good in a great many cases, 
but more so on the better grades of stock 
than on the average sulphite pulp as now 
daily produced in a number of mills of the 
United States. Mr. Clapperton probably 
hits the nail right on the head when he 
says on p. 243 of his paper (lines 6 and 5 
from the bottom) “as not infrequently hap- 
pens, both theories are, within certain lim- 
its, correct ones.”” Furthermore, the expe- 
rience of the writer on wood papers, which 
has been quite extensive, has shown him 
that with sulphite pulp cooked very quick 
ly in a liquor high in SO. and low in. base, 
containing a good percentage of magnesia 
and well washed, the fact mentioned by 
Mr. Clapperton holds good, i. e., that “the 
conditions in sizing sulphite pulp are ex- 
ceptionally favorable to the use of a free 
rosin size” (viz., a “white” size). With so- 
called “slow-cook” pulp, particularly as is 
so often the case in the United States, 
where the washing is imperfectly done, the 
opposite seems rather to be the case, and 
with this class of pulp the conditions are 
generally low percentage of SO, and high 
percentage of base. It would appear that 
paper makers must rather look to improve- 
ments in their own making of size and 
carefully adapt the-same to their’special re- 
quirements than expect to be able to buy 
ready-made rosin soap which they can use 
on almost any grade they wish to run on. 
There seems little doubt that a rosin size 
of good quality, concentrated, well strained, 
and above all uniform (if that is possible, 
which is somewhat doubtful in view of the 
present experiences in American mills) 
would meet with ready sale and large con- 
sumption, if offered at a price bearing 
proper relation to what it costs a mill to 
make their own size. Conditions affecting 
sizing vary so much in practice that it will 
probably be long before ready-made rosin 
size can be generally used to advantage by 
paper makers, unless the size makers are 
able and willing to give each mill the size 
called for by its peculiar requirements, or 
in other words study and meet the needs of 
the mill instead of trying to make all mills 
use a so-called “standard size.”

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CORE FOR PAPER ROLLS. 


A patent has been granted for an inven- 
tion which relates to cores for rolled 
paper, especially paper that is rolled or 
otherwise arranged in cylindrical form at 
the mill and which is intended to be used 
in a printing press. 

Fig.1 is a side elevation of the improved 
core secured upon a shaft. Fig. 2 is a lon- 





gitudinal section through the core, the 
shaft being in side elevation. Fig. 3 is a 
transverse section through the core and 


the shaft shown in Figs. 1 and 2. Fig. 4 
is a transverse section through the core, il- 
lustrating one of its members disconnect- 
ed from the others and the core in condi- 
tion to collapse. 

A represents a core made of any suita-

fj in the roll from which the core was taken, 
When the roll of paper reaches the print- 
ing office, these plugs are removed and 
the paper is mounted upon a suitable 
holder or shaft adapted to be placed in the 
printing press. 

It is obvious that under this construc- 
tion of core the expensive method now in 
use in the shipment and handling of rolled 
paper for printing purposes will be entire- 
ly avoided, it being simply necessary that 
a sufficient number of cores suited to the 
use of the mill shall be retained at said 
mill, the rolls of paper being shipped to 
their destination without cores and then 
mounted upon suitable spindles or shafts, 
so as to permit of the rolls of paper being 
mounted in a press expeditiously, conven- 





The core is constructed in 
sections 10, three Of which 
are illustrated as comprising the core. 
Two opposing sections of the core are 
provided upon their inner faces with cor- 


ble material. 
longitudinal 


responding longitudimal recesses II, ex- 
tending from end to end,and the side walls 
of the said recesses 11, as tlustrated in 
Figs. 3 and 4, are inclined from the edges 
of the sections in which they are made in 
an outwardly ditection, so that the space 
between the side walls of the recesses I1 is 
narrower at the edges of the sections than 
at the inner end portions of the said walls. 
The third section of the core may there- 
fore be tightly wedged between the walls 
of the recesses 11 at the outer edges of the 
sections in which the recesses are made, 
the introduced section in connection with 
the other sections giving a circular form 
to the core and serving to hold the re- 
cessed portions in position. When the in- 
troduced section is driven inward and 
reaches the wide space between the re- 
cessed portions, the introduced section 
will drop from engagement with the re- 
cessed sections, as shown in Fig. 4, per- 
mitting the said sections to fold one upon 
the other and admitting of the core being 
readily withdrawn from the roll cf paper. 

The end portions of the core sections 
are beveled, as shown at 12 in Fig. 2, and 
the beveled edges of the core are adapted 
to enter corresponding tapering recesses 
13 made in sleeves 14, which sleeves are 
adapted to be secured by set screws or 
otherwise on a shaft 15. The shaft 15 is 
adapted to be placed in a paper-winding 
machine in such manner that paper may 
be wound upon the collapsible core.

Notes on Rosin-Sizing Paper. 





Having had occasion during the last two 
years to carefully investigate the operation 
of rosin sizing on many different furnishes 
of stock, and with size made by widely 
varying formule, the writer was particu- 
larly interested in recently reading the pa- 
per of Mr. George Clapperton, in Wood 
Pulp of July 8, 1897. Observations and ex- 
periments were made in a number of 
mills located in the Eastern and Middle 
States of America, and running on all 
kinds, from the finest ledger down to 
coarse wrapping and roofing papers, As it 
is fair to assume that most of the condi- 
tions were very different from those dealt 
with by Mr. Clapperton, it would seem of 
interest to the readers of Wood Pulp to 
give some account of a portion of the ob- 
servations made in this connection, espe- 
cially as in most cases wood fibre in one 
form or another was used to a considerable 
extent. As to unevenness of sizing (i. e., 
paper coming off the machine in part slack 
sized, or even occasionally not sized at all), 
it was noticed that this fault was far more 
frequent when domestic sulphite pulp was 
used than when the standard brands of im- 
ported pulp were furnished to the engine.

The furnish consisted largely of 
a very fine grade of sulphite wood pulp, 
highly bleached, and apparently all that 
could be desired until it came to sizing, 
which simply could not be accomplished. 
The bleaching department of the pulp mill 
was a new one, and this lot the maiden at- 
tempt. After much delay, testing, and 
searching, accompanied by unprintable 
profanity galore, the hidden trouble was 
found in the strongly acid reaction of the 
bleached pulp. Anyone who has attempted 
to size all rag furnishes, highly bleached, 
and put through in a hurry, will recognize 
an old familiar bugbear in the point re- 
ferred to, and it is one often lost sight of 
by even old and experienced paper makers. 
The use, or rather the abuse, of various 
descriptions of “antichlore” is answerable 
for many sins laid to size and alum, and a 
chapter dealing with the influence of “anti- 
chlores,” on the color and shade of the 
product, its behavior when put into stock 
in a warm warehouse, but last, and by no 
means least, the tonnage of paper during 
the lifetime of a given wire awaits the writ- 
ing. It would read mighty interesting at 
that. Mr. Clapperton’s account of his ex- 
periments on sizing sulphite wood papers 
without alum, or rather by replacing some 
alum by means of sulphites, is interesting 
and profitable reading to those who have 
always sized these in the regular way. 
This method of operating was pretty fully 
described by the writer in the New York 
Parer TRADE JouRNAL of January 16 and 
23, 1892, and formed the subject of many 
and laborious investigations and trials, on 


a practical scale, by that brilliant inventor 
and indefatigable worker, Dr. Carl Kell- 
ner, of Hallein, Austria, who also, a num- 


ber of years ago, secured a French patent 


for his invention, the specification of which 


will well repay study by those whose eyes 


and ears are open. 
The writer agrees entirely with Mr. Clap- 


perton in the idea that in all cases, however 
perfect may be the decomposition of rosin 


size by residual chemicals, a certain amount 
of alum needs to be used, and this for rea- 
sons that are physical as much as chemical. 
Serious attempts have been made by a 
company manufacturing chemical prepara- 
tions to introduce the use of ready-made 
rosin size into American paper mills for 
sizing purposes, in lieu of making the size 
in the mill, as has hitherto been customary. 
These attempts have not exactly been a 
“howling success,” and that, to some ex- 
tent, for reasons not connected with the 
good or bad quality of the product. The 
éndeavors to introduce ready-made rosin 
size into practical paper making in the 
United States appear up to now to have 
had as main results the material improve- 
ment of the formule used, and a far better 
general understanding of the sizing proc- 
ess. This, while hardly intended by the 
Sige manufacturers, has been of much bene- 
fit to the trade at large, more particularly 
so to those mills making wood papers, as 
when using high grade stock the chemical 
principle that the sizing value varies as the 
percentage of “free” rosin, seems to be bet- 
ter borne out by practice than in cases 
where the “residual” chemicals mentioned 
by Mr. Clapperton play a more conspicu- 
 — 
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rosin size” (viz., a “white” size). With so- 
called “slow-cook” pulp, particularly as is 
so often the case in the United States, 
where the washing is imperfectly done, the 
opposite seems rather to be the case, and 
with this class of pulp the conditions are 
generally low percentage of SO: and high 
percentage of base. It would appear that 
paper makers must rather look to improve- 
ments in_their own making of size and 
carefully adapt the-same to their’special re- 
quirements than expect to be able to buy 
ready-made rosin soap which they can use 
on almost any grade they wish to run on. 
There seems little doubt that a rosin size 
of good quality, concentrated, well strained, 
and above all uniform (if that is possible, 
which is somewhat doubtful in view of the 
present experiences in American mills) 
would meet with ready sale and large con- 
sumption, if offered at a price bearing 
proper relation to what it costs a mill to 
make their own size. Conditions affecting 
sizing vary so much in practice that it will 
probably be long before ready-made rosin 
size can be generally used to advantage by 
paper makers, unless the size makers are 
able and willing to give each mill the size 
called for by its peculiar requirements, or 
in other words study and meet the needs of 
the mill instead of trying to make all mills 
use a so-called “standard size.” The fol-

The results obtained on the whole led 
users to the conclusion that they fared bet 
ter and more cheaply by making their own 
size than by buying it ready made, as th: 
cost per ton of paper proved much highe: 
with the ready-made article. On the other 
hand, a number of makers of fine paper 
(and some specialties) found that while the 
cost per ton of paper was considerably 
higher than with their own, yet they were 
able to pay the difference for the conven- 
ience of not having to make their own size, 
and of getting “white” size, with high free 
rosin, which they found it difficult to make 

hemselves in the mill. 

The following partial analysis refer to 
sizes made in two mills making fine papers, 
and clearly show that the propaganda in 
faver of. “white” size manufactured and 
sold as such to paper makers has had its 
effect in causing a better and more eco- 
nomical size to be made in the mills. Prior 
to this propaganda it was comimon to find 
rosin size used with only 8 to 10 per cent. 
of so-called “free” rosin.

Mr. Clapperton has ably and interesting- 
ly treated a subject of great value to prac- 
tical paper makers, and there is perhaps no 
part of the art where the application of 
chemistry is of more immediate money 
producing results than in connection with 
the sizing problem. In America, with the 
pulp-making industry in the transition 
stage, users of sulphite fibre -are perhaps 
more frequently perplexed by the matters 
touched on than those. making the higher 
grades of paper, and yet the superintendent 
of a model mill, making some of the finest 
paper produced in the United States, re- 
cently told the writer, when wearily.com- 
plaining of the incessant watching and 
testing entailed by variations in the sizing 
power of batches of. size supposed to be 
exactly the same, “Yes, what we know and 
what we don’t know about rosin sizing 
would fill a very large-sized volume.” Ver- 
bum sap!—Gilead P. Beck in Paper and 
Pulp.
